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New Yoik, Oct. 19.—The most start 
ling dev elopment in the present politi 
cal campaign in this state came yes­ 
terday when Charles F. Murphy, lead 
er of Tammany Hall, publicly charged 
that money had been demanded by 
representativ es in the Independence 
League in consideration of the with­ 
drawal of their candidates in certain 
districts and consequent serv ing of 
Mr. Murphy with a subpoena to appear 
before the grand jury in John Doe 
proceedings and testify as to his 
charges. 
The conference subpoena was issued 
by District Attorney Jerome after a 
conference with Judge Otto A. Hosal- 
8 ky of the court of general sessions, 
who, Mr. Murphy intimated, had giv en 
up money for the endorsement of the 
league. 
In his statement Mr. Murphy charg­ 
ed that certain Independence League 
managers had demanded money for 
the withdrawal of their candidates in 
congressional, senatorial and assem­ 
bly districts where a third ticket had 
been put in the field. He added, how­ 
ev er .that William R. Hearst, the In­ 
dependence League and Democratic 
candidate for gov ernor, knew abso­ 
lutely nothing of what was going on 
in this connection. 
The Independence League headquar­ 
ters last night made a positiv e denial 
of Mr. Murphy's charges, adding that 
If anyone connected with the organ­ 
isation had attempted to “hold up” 
candidates they would be glad to 
know of It. 
“It is a fact,” said Murphy, “that 
many of our candidates for congress 
and the legislature hav e 
been ap­ 
proached by representativ es of the In­ 
dependence League and money has 
been demanded of them. Our men re­ 
fused to giv e up, and it was only then 
that the league put up opposition can­ 
didates. The men w ho demanded mon­ 
ey were not ordinary indiv iduals be­ 
longing to the league, but representa­ 
tiv es of that organization. 
If we had 
paid what they asked there would be 
no league ticket in the field against 
us.” 
Max F. Thmscn, who has charge of 
the Independence League headquar­ 
ters, gav e out a formal statement de­ 
nying Mr. Murphy’s charges. 
Tho 
statement says: 
“The managers of 
the Independence League at the Gil- 
sey House, so-called, are not holding 
up’ candidates for cash. 
If anyone 
ev en remotely connected with the 
league attempted such a thing wo 
shall be glad to know the facts. 
I 
doubt if any candidate of the league 
has as yet contributed one cent to the 
league’s campaign fund 
The Independence League, which 
was promoted by W. R Hearst, held 
Its state conv ention at Carnegie Hall 
in this city Sept. 11. and named a full 
state ticket, with Mr, Hearst and 
I ewls Stuyv esant Chanler heading it 
as candidates for gov ernor and lieut­ 
enant gov ernor respectiv ely. 
Subse­ 
quently the league named a complete 
Judicial ticket for the First judicial 
district, which comprises New York 
city and county. 
At Buffalo on sept. 
26 the Democratic state conv ention 
nominated Mr. Hearst and Mr, Chan­ 
ter for gov ernor and lieutenant gov er­ 
nor respectiv ely, and endorsed John 
H. Whalen for secretary of state, who 
had also been named by the Indepen­ 
dence League conv ention 
Mr. Hearst was showered at Ogdens 
burg last night with telegrams report­ 
ing the published statement of Chas. 
F. Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, 
charging representativ es of the Inde­ 
pendence League in New York city 
with demanding money from the Dem­ 
ocratic congressional, legislativ e and 
other candidates as the price of with­ 
drawal of Independence League can­ 
didates. 
Mr. Hearst said: 
“About 
as much weight should be giv en to 
this statement by Murphy as would 
be giv en to a similar statement by 
Woodruff. 
In many instances the 
league has indorsed Democratic can 
didates. On the other hand, in many 
places tho league had nominated in 
dependent candidates ofr the senate 
and 
assembly.“

Washington, 
Oct. 
19. — President 
Roosev elt will take up in a few days 
the question of a selection to fill the 
v acancy in the supreme court of the 
United States, caused by the retire­ 
ment of Associate Justice Brown.

There are many many signs that 
next winter, nnliko last winter, will 
be unusually sev ere. 
In the first place, 
there is an unusual crop of nuts on 
the trees. 
This is said to be nature’s 
way of prov iding food for the birds, 
and a big crop of nuts means a long 
and sev ere winter. 
This prediction is 
supported by the statement that the 
corn husks are much thicker this year 
than they hav e been for a long time, 
while the news comes from the moun­ 
tain sections 
of 
Pennsj lv ania and 
West Virginia that there will be an 
enormous yield of acorns, chestnuts 
and other fruits [of tho forest, upon 
which the birds and beasts depend for 
food during the winter months. 
Still another sign of a long and 
cruel winter is found in the activ ity 
of barn mice. 
These little animals 
hav e already begun the work of build­ 
ing their nests, and observ ers agree 
that they are making them this year 
unusually cozy and.warm. 
Last year 
thev seemed to giv e little attention to 
the building of their nests. 
This year 
they are not only beginning to build 
them unusually early, but are giv ing 
remarkable attention and care to their 
construction. 
All 
of 
which 
signs 
point to a sev ere winter, and there are 
many people who place much confi­ 
dence in these homely predictions. 
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“ Ten dollars per bnshel besides the 
express is considerable for the first 
chestnuts of the season,” remarked a 
dealer in this line of goods today, 
“ but you would be surprised at the 
calls I hav e had for them and I bought 
the first that could be obtained,” he 
continued. 
The first supply is on the 
local market'and they are sold by the 
“ small measure,” and the measure 
seems to extremely small, hence the 
explanation of the dealer regarding 
the price he has to pay for the first 
shipments. 
In speaking of the grow 
ing demand for chestnuts, the dealer 
said: “ Fiv e years ago I sold but a 
small quantity of chestnuts, but the 
people are educating themselv es, and 
a good chestnut is not a bad morsel 
anyway, and now I hav e a great run 
on them. 
I would pay any price for 
them the first of the season, and those 
who are accustomed to buying them 
at this season of the year do not ob­ 
ject to the price they hav e to pay, 
realizing^thafc[they are v ery expensiv e 
jnst no w ." 
The local crop of nuts promises to 
be small, walnuts and hickory nuts 
being almost a failure.

“The race question must be settled 
and that v ery s« xm. It cannot be dis­ 
posed of. howev er, until the nation 
as a whole has been conv inced that 
there is a distinction between the 
white and the black. 
The laws now 
specifically recognize the difference 
between the white man and the In­ 
dian, the Chinaman, the Esqtiimo or 
the Malay. 
There is just as wide a 
gap between the white man and the 
negro. 
The negroes in the South are 
becoming more criminal ev ery day. 
Notwithstanding the millions of dol-
